Rifle grenades seem to have been 
the favorite ammunition of the Huns 
during tbe Princess Pals' last stay in 
the trenches. Private Spencer U. 

Symonds, Arts 'IS, who went overacas 
with the First L'nivcrsiiics Company, 
in a letter just received, mentions the 
number of grenades whieh Fritz sent 
over and the eompai ai ivcly slight 
damage which was done. Vnuihi 1 
battalion which tried ten rounds rapid 
on the opiiosile trenches reeeixcd :!m 
e.isuaUies from the return fire eif the 
IJoches, I'le. Symonds' letter reads: 

"W e have been in roM-rvc ami in tbe 
trenches. On Siiiida>. .laiuiary 11, wi- 
got up at I a m., ;iiid ai .loiI marched 
off. Wc did tell mill' Im ioir wo ar- 
rived at our detiination. We wpic 
quartered in large buts, where we 
were in reaeiTe. M'o were not al- 
lowed to leave this field except wlien 
a fatigue party was called upon. Vc 
were out two nights aud worked jujt 
behind the trenches. After four da>s 
in this reserve, wc left for ilie 
trenches on Wednesday night, Janu- 
ary 16. Our company was iu the fir- 
ing line. 

"During our four day.> there wc had 
quite an intereslins tline. 'riiere were 
seven of us in our ba>. or traverse ; 
«e were .sonic sixl> jaids from llie 
opposing line. Our aililliry >lii'lled 
llieir line every d.iy, wliiU' ilii> .1 ul 
o\er shells, atlemiiting lo destroy our 
biftericB. Tlie Huns used many rifle 
gVeiiades, wliieh are a consideralilo 
strain on onc"s nerves, p<pccially after 
durli. On our second afternoon there, 
they sent over a good many, many of 
which lauded In front and behind our 
bay, but fortunately not right In. Iti 
daylight you can see them fall aud 
bave a chance to move about, hut as 
it grows durli tiiey cunnot be seep., 
and each one you heur falling y);i 
imagine i.s Koing to land close bv >ou- 
'l'h(y explode with consideiaMr nree 
and tfcultcr iiicccs of iron siiell. 

l.itMil. .VeiTciMUlie Huuiiiied. 

"On the tnornins of Mh' ihircl day 
one of these grenailc- laiidrd w ithin a 
few feci of Mr. .\e« eoinln-. our jilaloon 
commander, and wounded him lallnr 
bcriously, but he is doing well. Ii 
landed on a parapet ami on a Icm I 
with hl.s head. Wc wexc furtunntc in 
not having casualties, but this is prob- 
ably duo to tho experience and good 
judgment of our officers. We relieved 
the — nd, and it was their first time in 
the trenches. Onu day they delivered 
tea rounds lapld on the German Hue. 
The Huns replied with grenades, etc , 
and their act cost them some thirl. v 
casualties. 

"The pari of ilic line we In Id was 
In vei> fail' eomliiiou. 't he .mml iind 
waler is bad in spols, but on the wholi' 
it is very di>. liefoie Roing inio th'' 
firing line "e jmi on lii?li riiblii'r wad- 
ers- The weather wa.-i a bit cold, and 
in consequence one's feet arc pretty 
cold most of the time. The issue of 
rum every morning is greatly looked 
forward to, and certainly fixes yod 
up and keeps you going. I have been 
in splendid condition. After four (inv<; 
here wc go up to tho trenches again, 
but our company will iio in suvport 
this time. 

"While in resri ve it wa' intt.>rc6tins 
to wati li the bitf how tl/ei .5 In action. 
'I'lie report i:; Iri no iidini -. and slioidi 
OUI buts, and knoiktd down jinn tins, 
(le,, from the shflves. Tlie most in- 
iciestiiis tinny; is lo waleb the shell. 
Voii tan see It flving; through tlie air 
right up iiiio the clouds, of course 
going at a tremendous rate. It is 
piobably the fastest thing moving one 
can see."

The .;;c|i laken b.\ Cireat 
Britain was due tu tbe pcr£i:;!eiit and 
heroic work of Florence Nislitiugale, 
A bo was very properly called by the 
.soldiers of ISot-Ofi "The Angel of 
Scutari." It was the work of the war 
correspondents In sending homo criti- 
cisms of tbe work in the field, that 
forced Britain to recognize the fact 
that she bad a grossly defective medi- 
cal organization in tbe field, and that 
she was suffering great waste of men 
through wounds and disease. The 
fifst medical organization of the Im- 
perial army was known as the Army 
Hospital Corps, and this was later 
abandoned for tbe .Medical Staff 
Corps. Towards ibc end of the last 
century tbe .Medical Staff Corps was 
changed into the Royal Array Medical 
Corps, and in ^bis every surgeon ia a 
mililaiy officer, so that there can be 
no coofllct between medical and mili- 
tary interests, 

liuw Admlaistered. 

The U, \. .M. C. is a uon-combataut 
unit, and its efforts are directed solely 
to tbe oare of tbe sick and wounded- 
It docà not confine its work cxclusive- 
ly to tbe care of its own sick and 
wounded, but extends aid to tbe sick 
and wounded of tbe enemy whenever 
opportunity presents itself. It is ad- 
ministered by a director-general of 
medical services, who works under 
the direction of the adjutant-general 
of the army. The R. A. .M. C. is re- 
sponsible for the saniialiou of all 
troops, for furnishing pure water and 
for the inspection and approval of all 
recruits for the array, 'rhc D.C.M.S, 
ranks as a Uculcuant-gcncrai, unser 
which are nine officers holding the 
rank of surgeon-general. 

The H.A.M.C, is divided into 35 
cotapantes, which arc distributed 
among commands and stations at 
home and abrâad. Tbe headquarters 
of tbe corps are at Aldersliot, where 
three depot companies are kept tor 
tbe training of recruits* The record 
ofticera of tbe R, A, M, C, are also at 
Alderebot. 

Tlio Old .'!)y!itcBi. 

under tbe old system, medicâl offi 
cers were appointed to each unit, hut 
with tbe exception of the Household 
Cavalry, this has been abolished, and 
all appointments are now under the 
R. A. .M. C. direct. The benefits to the 
service more than justify the change, 
aud under the present system there is 
harmony of effort and uniformity of 
work, sueb as was impossible under 
the earlier systems iu the Imperial 
«arrice. 

In connection with tbe work of the 
R.A.M.C. is conducted Queen AlexaU' 
dra's Imperial Nursing Service, and 
this consista of ladles who bave been 
trained as nurses, and who are later 
adjnitted into tbe army as nursing 
sisters. On the rccommendaUon of 
the n. A, M, C, its memheis may be 
allowed to take advantage of some of 
the extraordinary privileges of Queen 
Alexandra's School of Nui'slnp, for 
which special ccrUficatcs are granted 

Field Hospitali. 

The work of the R.A.M.C. li divid- 
ed into four classes: 

First— The field ambulance work 
which Is carried on immediately iu 
lear of tbe tiring line, and this is 
charged with the responsibilities of 
first aid. 

Second— Tbe clearing station, which 
Is sufficiently near to tbe combatants 
to treat severely wounded soldiers, 
and also to classify tbo wounded. 

Third— Stationary bospiUils, located 
In rear of combatants, and yet near 
cuougb to draft men back lo the fivl ig 
line on ilieir recovery. 

Fourth— Tbe general hospitals for 
the caro aud treatment of protractril 
cases and these are located entirely 
out of liic danger zone. 

The work of the R,A.M,C, Is also 
divided into three zones: 1, The col- 
lecting zone; 2, the evacuating zone; 
3, the distributing zone. 

Ibc Field Ambulance. 

Tbe field ambulance of tbe R.A.M,C. 
Is made up of a bearer division and a 
lent division. The bearer division 
consltti of tliree medical officers, 
tbreé aergeantt, three corporals and 
118 privates and buglers. !Fbe tent 
division Of tbe field ambulance is com* 
posed of seven medical officers, one 
warrant officer, 10 sergeants. 6 eor- 
roii'iKs and 11 privalCE, .tikI .illriebcd 



to these are 1- drivers oi' the Army 
Sci-vlce Corps. Kach field ambulance 
has ten waggons, with M vehicles for 
btorco and medical outfits. £acb am- 
bulance «iil carry four patients lying 
down, or 1'2 locn sitting. The bearer 
division of the field amnuiance col- 
lects the wounded from the field, and 
conveys them to tbe dressing stations 
of tbe tent division. At the dressing 
stations only the most urgent opera- 
tions are performed. The business of 
a field ambulance is not to cure pa- 
tients, bji to prepare them for the 
clcarins hospital. Each army division 
has one ilcarme hospital, it was in 
tbe hazardous work of the field ambu- 
lance that Colonel Ross, C.M.G., made 
a name for himself during the first 
months of the war, and it is this work 
that has caused General French to 
specially mention Colonel Ross for 
distinguished service in tbe field. 

Stationary and General Hospitals. 

Stationary hospitals are located at 
posts on tbe Unes of communication, 
each one being equipped to deal with 
about ::00 cases at a Ume. General 
hospitals are at tbe base of operations 
and at suitable places where prolong- 
ed treatment can be given with safety* 
Where railroads are available, as ttaey 
are in Frânce, ambulance trains are a 
part of the cfiuipment of the medical 
service. Kach train is arranged lo 
carry by rail 396 stretcher c^sji.with 
a medical staff on board of two offi- 
cers, 43 non-conimlssioued officers 
and men of the corps. The emblem of

1: 'uas often been remarked that the I 
average college graduate is woefully] 
deficient iu his English- Few college 
.men arc able to punctuate or spell , 
with any degree of accuracy, and what 
is much harder to correct, they can- 
not express themselves clearly, verb- 
ally or on paper. 

"This inefficiency was recently 
brought out strikingly in a test ap- 
plied In the Graduate School of Busi- 
ness AdministraUon. That this inca- 
pacity for clear expression should ap- 
pear so markedly in the business 
school is even more surprising, fur 
only graduates of approved colleges- 
men representing tbe upper strata of 
mental ability — are accepted. The 
tests were not difficult, A scries of 
reports was assigned the first-year 
class in markctiug, and each report 
was turned over to the Knglish de- 
partment for criticism and correction. 
The results were astonishing. On the 
first assignment, 79 per cent, failed 
to wrife even fair Cngliab, an4 only 3 
per cent, were above mediocrity. 
Other tests showed similar results. A 
dietorted circular letter was given 
with the request to revise or re-write 
in better form. Less than one-half 
tbe class obtained passing grades, 
while 55 per cent, received less than 
C, ■ ! 

This deficiency is not confined to ; 
the business school- Undergraduatto ,

nienibcrs ot the medical service from 
German slicll fire. In the four days 
of the battle of Mons Uie field ambu- 
lances were shelled out of their qui> 
ters four times in succession, and 
many of the corps either killed or 
wounded. If wounded are 16ft behind 
when a position has to be given up, 
they are invariably murdered by the 
Huns. They rob the clothes from men 
lying wounded on the field, and many 
members of tlie R, A, M. C. havj been 
shot dead while attending the wound- 
ed on the field. Pillage and cruelty arc 
the rule uf the Germans in all 
branches of its service. 

Canadians In B» A* M. C. 

A great many Canadian surgeons 
have taken out commissions in thé 
R.A.M.C'., and several have gone from 
Kingston, graduates of Queen's Uni- 
versity, At first it was impossible to 
enter tbe service without taking the 
M.R.C.S. of England. This difficulty 
was eventually overcome by giving 
Canadian surgeons membership in the 
Royal College of Surgeons, whicu 
qualified them for the the R. A. M. C. 
commission. 

Canadian Medical Service. 

The medical service of the Canadian 
militia is carried out by the P.A-^f.C. 
and the .\.M.C, There Is just a litHe 
left of the old organization of the A. 
M,S., and the distinct medical officer 
of the unit, Canada has a dlrcc- 
tor-gcncrnl of medical services 
in every district and division. All 
medical officers now entering

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Canadian fervicr must be members of 
the A,M,C, The Nursing Sisters ul 
tbe Bcn'ice ail hold the rank of lieu* 
tenants, and have a neat and d.etinot 
military dress. In every division and 
district there are military hospitals, 
and surplus patients are sent to otbôr 
hospitals. For the care ot the con- 
valescent soldier, homes have baen 
established all over Canada, aud 
whilst these are under a comm.ssion 
of civilians, they arc administered by 
the P,A,.M.C. and are in charge of 
mllitAfy nurses and officers.

The demonstration Is due to take 
place at four o'clock p.m., aud is surqj 
to attract a large number of students, i 
Kcllogg's act is indeed a unique one, 
bis wonderful chirping bird songs uud 
marvellous feats with sound and 
flame, hoidiug his audience spell- 
bound. Uls unique powers are, he 
claims, gifts of nature and not accom- j 
pllsbmeuts, thus making his offering 
all tbo more wonderful. 

Claiming to havo been born and 
bred in the wild, open country, Mr. 
Kellogg shows, a marked intimacy 
with all the songs of various birds in 
his exhibition at the Orpheum Uiis 
week, and reproduces tbcm with a 
fine natural effect. He then dues .■iome 
experiments with sound and a gas 
liame. After lighting a gas Jet, Kel- 
logg regulates the size of the flame 
by means of sound tiausmission, fin- 
ally pu'ting the name out altugetber 
by i.roducing a sound of exceedingly 
high pitch and throwing it in Ihç di- 
rection of lue 'jrigiit flame. 

Tho secict of the whole iiet, he 
stales, lies in Ibe power of getting the 
two things "in tuue." Other '■nature" 
expuilineuls of au unusually interest- 
ing type constitute tho balance of the 
act.
